Insurance Companies, were all managed in London. 
Yet it unfortunately turned out that Englishmen could 
not always succeed in the management of their own 
affairs. Now and then the world was astonished by 
the bursting of some enormous bubble, or shocked by 
the discovery of a gigantic swindle. Banks came 
tottering down, dragging each other to ruin, like 
card houses. Railways were constructed to decaying 
towns without inhabitants, or ruined each other in a 
mad race of competition. At last, slowly recovering 
as from a dream, we began to venture on the manage- 
ment of our own affairs, and to make capital for our- 
selves by industry, to augment it by economy and to 
consolidate it by domestic tranquillity. To the great 
astonishment of our neighbours Irish railways proved 
remunerative and admirably conducted; our banks 
are prospering, by giving aid to the progress of the 
country, our credit is good, our people are contented, 
peace and order prevail throughout Ireland. We 
have ventured to compete with Liverpool in Trans- 
atlantic communication; and London merchants are 
actually beginning to see that it would be an advan- 
tage to receive their New York letters two days 
earlier than usual through an Irish port, which 
nature, in a freak, had formed facing the Atlantic. 
The National Bank of Ireland has declared a divi- 
dend of twelve per cent.: its shares are at £100 
premium. The “ Rest” has increased last year from 
£104,792 to £123,967, notwithstanding the deduction 
of the dividend and a bonus of 15 shillings on each 
share. This “ rest’’ indicates the amount of aceumu- 
‘lated and untouched profits on a paid-up capital of 
only £500,000. Though the transactions of the 
Bank extend to above five millions within the year, 
and the bills discounted exceed £3,000,000, the losses 
by bad debts were insignificant. It reflects credit on 
the selection of the officers, that for two years not a 
single claim has been made upon the guarantee fund. 

All this must be exceedingly gratifying as well as 
profitable tothe shareholders; but the Report pre- 
sented to the Company contains many subjects de- 
serving national congratulation. The numerous agents 
of so extensive a Company have superior means and 
opportunities of analyzing the condition of trade, 
manufacture, and agriculture. By the most careful 
scrutiny, and by judicious accommodation, Banks are 
enabled to pay dividends, and yet bring profits to 
those they aid. The statistics given by a Bank are 
perfectly reliable with respect to the actual condition 
of all sources of wealth or prosperity. On turning 
to the report of the National Bank we find that the 
condition of Ireland last year has been one of unin- 
terrupted prosperity. The newest improvements in 
agriculture have been introduced. Our farmers are 
careful in the selection of pure breeds of live stock. 
Tenants in numerous cases have purchased the lands 
they rented. The Irish fisheries, a source of wealth 
hitherto shamefully neglected, are being actively deve- 
loped. Our people are peaceable, and have acquired 
habits of self-reliance and independence. There is a 
proportionate decrease in crime. At Longford and 
Tipperary the judges warmly congratulated the coun- 
ty on its order and prosperity. The depositors in the 
National Bank alone exceed 29,000. Poor rates 
are lower than they have ever yet been. In a popu- 
lation exceeding 6,000,000 there are but 56,000 of all 
ages receiving relief, being less than half the number 
receiving relief in Scotland with only half our po- 
pulation. Intelligence and education are increasing 
among all classes. Labour is in demand, and all 
kinds of produce command remunerative prices. As 
to our prospects for the ensuing year, the breadth 
of land under crops is very largely increased. 
Providence aided our people in the honourable 
struggle to work out their independence. Ireland 
escaped the long continued drought which produced 
such distress in Holland and Holstein. The price, 
therefore, obtained for Irish dairy produce was un- 
usually high. Our cattle too escaped the epidemic 
which caused such calamity on the Continent of Eu- 
rope, and are more numerous than at former periods. 
Class prejudices and party feeling are dying out éx- 
cept with an insignificant minority, who choose to 
look back when all the rest are looking forward. 
Irishmen are more genial, more tolerant, and more 
forgiving towards each other. It will oon be 


difficult to verify the old taunt which said, that if 
you could place one Irishman upon a spit, you could 
find hundreds to turn him.

The chiefhope is that they have 
done one another so much mischief that there is some 
difficulty in deciding which is the debtor on the account. 
A little extra self-complacency may give each of them 
the comfortable assurance that he had been the greater 
r of the two, or the most formidable avenger. 
nfortunately nothing can be forgotten, for it is all not 
only on the page of history, but at the very headings of 
its chapters and in the very titles of its volumes. 
Women, they say, can forgive, and men forget ; but poli- 
ticians are of that neuter gender which neither forgives 
nor forgets very thoroughly, but overlooks or holds in 
abeyance. For the present, without prejudice to the 
general account, and reserving the right 2 — seve- 
ral controversies and demand certain quittancks, political 
rivals can combine and get on somehow together. 
There really is no reason why these two men should not 
get on well under almost any arrangement. If they can- 
not divide honour and power to their mutual satisfaction 
while one is nom inal chief, there are several most unex- 
ceptionable statesmen who would hold the post of honour 
without unduly presuming on a titular supremacy. In- 
deed, with Lord Palmerston and Lord John Russell in 
the Cabinet, there is no one else who would be likely to 
lead in too dictatorial a fashion. 


It is quite within the last ten years that this personal 
rivalry, which has exercised so great and pernicious an 
influence on the fortunes of England, became a recog- 
nized fact. In 1851 Lord John Russell found that, with- 
out any understanding to that effect, Lord Palmerston 
conceived that he was solely responsible for foreign 
affairs, and had no occasion to consult his colleagues, or 
even, on all-important questions, to take the commands 
of a higher pers mage. Eight years ago Lord John 
Russell was probably of opinion that he was quite as 
goon at foreign affairs as Lord Palmerston, and was 

th qualified aud entitled to overhaul his proceedings 
as freely as he pleased. So he got rid of his too forward 
and powerful colleague, and no doubt felt that he had 
added a cubit to his stature. The proportions of nature, 


however, are not so easily changed, and the very next 


ear Lord John Russell was made to; feel that Lord 

almerston was not less inconvenient ag a foe thsn as a 
friend. Both had had a lesson, and 
giving, especially on the part of the 
merged their differences in equal subo 
Aberdeen.

It might be wisdom, it might be meekness, but neither 
virtue had its reward, — 7 because it was not con- 
sistently carried out. rd John Russell showed him- 
self at once a fidgetty colleague, and was seduced * 
his own restlessness into a mission to Vienna, where he 
lost his time, reputation, and eventually his seat in t 
Cabinet. He had now leisure to revive old ee 
and, having no longer the country to look after, was the 
better able to consider the means of avenging himself. 
He took his revenge on the China question, and no doubt 
more effectually in that distracted state of the Liberal 
party which has led to the instalment of a Conservative 
minority in power, and an appeal to the country, with 
at least a doubtful result. 

Happily, these men are statesmen and politicians, 
Were they simply two neighbours, two squires, two 
clergymen, or a clergyman und a squire, one hundredth 

rt of this mutual injury would make them utterly 
irreconciliable. Neither vestry, nor club, nor bishop, 
nor bench of magistrates, nor any human power, 
would ever bring them 2 except to scowl defi- 
ance or exchange words of heat. But Lord John Russell 
and Lord Palmerston are politicians, and though the 
words “ policy,” “ politic,” “ political,” and all that refer 
to the government of mankind, have an odious meaning 
in the vulgar mind, they are more compatible with 
mutual forgiveness than are terms of more purely theo- 
logical import. Lord John Russell and Lord ram 
ston may get on very well yet. We do not underrate 
the difficulties in the way of their joint action. We are 
not deceived by their readiness to run her in oppo- 
sition.

AUSTRIA. 

Vienna, Mar 26.— The official Wiener Zeitung pub- 
lishes General Gyulai’s report to the Emperor of the de- 
tails of the affair at Montebello. Wounded, 718 ; killed, 
290 ; missing, 288. The enemy, numbered 40,000 men, 
but abstained from all pursuit. The Emperor has ad- 
dressed to General Gyulai an autograph letter, ress- 
ing to him and the troops in general his Majesty’s thanks 
for their remarkable valour.

Seeing himself surrounded on that plat- 
form by friends who had stood faithfully by him in 
the days of personal misery, who stood faithfully by him 
in his gloomy days, when no light was beaming and no 
star was shining out in the sky of his aspiration, who 
bid him not despair, but cheered him with their consola- 
tion when his heart was sad—seeing himself surrounded 
on that platform with such friends whom he might never 
more see on this side of the grave, and looking to the 
assemblage of sympathising friends before him, he 
felt he should not be able to command that ease of mind 
which he would require to perform the duty assigned to 
him on the present occasion by the Committee of the Glas- 
gow Parliamen Reform Association, under the aus- 
pices of whom he held it to be a distinguished honour to 
appear before them (cheers). Perhaps never more than 
on the present occasion would he require to be in the 
possession of his ease of mind, because from circum- 
stances which they could easily understand it was per- 
fectly out of the question that he should have appeared 
before them on the present occasion with a prepared speech, 
and he therefore asked that he might be shielded by 
their generous indulgence. He could not offer them an 
eloquent oration. Some information he might be able 
to give; but this he could only do in a plain manner. 
They had arrived at a crisis in European affairs which 
must reverse the tide of long-flowing desolation, and 
carry millions of the oppressed to the harbour of long- 
sought deliverance, but which, if directed into a wron 
channel by the interference of England might mi 
new desolation, bury and destroy the germinating seed 
of liberty (cheers). To the friends of freedom it would 
be a poor consolation that England’s word and England’s 
purse were made instrumental in keeping the House o 
Austria standing on the ruins of the liberties of 1 
What might be the intentions of Louis Napoleon he (M. 
Kossuth) was not the man to know, but he could ima- 
gine some reasons which might have induced him to 
draw the sword. He had much to retrieve in public opi- 
nion. It might be his interest to do that for a good 
cause, and to lend a helping hand to Italy, which might 
be the best means to insure himself from attacks. Italy 
was a volcano which sooner or later would explode, and 
he might feel that the Italian Revolution would react on 
France, and that it would be better to open a safety 
valve (cheers). It often occurred in history that from 
antagonistic interests co-operation for good arose 
to the cause of liberty. It had been his mind from the 
first minute he set foot on English soil that if ever an 
opportunity for asserting the independence of his country 
occurred, he should not refuse it from Christian, Ma- 
homedan, or even the eternal devil himself. 
but should take care that he should not carry him away 
(laughter and cheers). Hungary would be a fool to re- 
ject a chance of ind dence at present because it came 
from a Bonaparte. Hungary was both too distant and 
too strong to be made a department of France. This, it 
may be said, might be true with regard to Hungary, but 
it might be different with Italy. Every Italian hada 
heart-hatred for Austria, but the nation could not be 
organised and armed, for,on the slightest step in that 
direction, an army would come and crush the 
movement, but now, as matters stood, they could range 
in battle order 300,000 armed Italians if they liked. 
Let them be wise enough to profit by this occasion. 
Whosoever in the world would place him in the oppor- 
tunity of seeing on the field 100,000 of his countrymen, 
he would defy all thé Czars and Emperors of the world 
to wrest from their hands their independence (loud 
cheers). The t complication, he believed, 
wonld turn to the advantage of the cause of 
national emancipation. Austria was engaged in 
difficulties, and the difficulties of the oppressor were 
always a chance for the deliverance of the oppressed. 
This war could not be brought to any serious result on 
Italian territory. The Italian question might be put 
there as a bloody arbitration, but it was necessary to 
eject Austria from Italy, not to go back again. As 
that could not be accomplished on Italian territory, the 
war would extend to other portions of the Austrian do- 
minions, and when that took place it would 3 one 
of those opportunities for which Hungary be 
for years to the Father Almighty, and they should know 
how to use it.

WOOL AND WOOLLEN MARKETS. 

Trips or Leeps, Tuesday.—We have had a rather better 
market this morning. Ibere has been a fair attendance of 
buyers in the halls, and they have shown more disposition to 
operate. Ordinary cloths have been in better demand than 
lately. The business in all kinds has been quite equal to a 
Tuesday's average. 

Huppersrixitp Market, Tuesday.— Although visitors 
from a distance were numerous enough, the transactions were 
very unimportant in character. Light fabrics were in moder- 
ate demand, and new designs were as much ht after as 
usual, but the actual sales were both infrequent and limited. 


Tux Weatner.—The weather continues very unpro- 
mising. After two months of rain, we had nearly two 
months of cold and slight frosty weather—frosts so late 
as to the 6th of May. We have since had nearly a 
month of extremely dry, bright weather—mid-day warm, 
mornings and evenings frequently very cold. The crops 
are, therefore, in a very bad state for want of moisture; 
late sowings are scarcely above the ground, and grass 
is so scanty that cattle are greatly reduced in value. 
Early fruit have been entirely destroyed, and peas, 
beans, and even gross vegetables are so stunted in 
growth as to promise very poor crops. In many places 
the potato crop has entirely failed, the cuts not throwing 
w shoots, but giving out young potatoes from the eyes!
